Those who have been keeping a mem- ; 
orandum of the people who were on 
board the steamer report that 80 are 
known to be saved, 51 are known to 
be lost, and (ever 20 are missing. 
It 
j is believed that the death-list will go 
j as high as 70. 
Word has been sent 
i here for special efforts to find the 
bodies of L L. Hunter and L. B. Ma- 
gill, both of Tidioute. Pa. 
The for­ 
mer leaves a widow and four children 
and the latter a wife and two children. 
Both had large interests in the South 
as well as in Pennsylvania. 
Very 
many telegrams have been received 
from the friends of other victims mak­ 
ing inquiries as to the recovery of 
bodies. 
Quite a number of people 
hare arrived in search of the remains 
of their friends. 
Every 
incoming train 
brings 
to 
Cairo friends and relatives of the lost 
and missing i assengers of the ill-fated 
steamer. I ast night ten of the friends 
and relatives of these met at the Hal­ 
liday hotel and organized for the pur­ 
pose of instituting a systematic search 
for the bodies of those lost in the 
wreck.

The underwriting syndicate has sub­ 
scribed $50,000,000, 
40 per cent of 
which was placed abroad and the re­ 
mainder here.

has barely gone beyond the organiza­ 
tion stage. The corporate title is still 
undetermined. 
As announced last week, the com­ 
bination will have an American char­ 
ter, but those in authority decline to 
make known the state in which the 
company will be incorporated.

has been made with the German lines, 
North German Lloyd and Hamburg- 
Ameriean, as a result of which the re­ 
lations between the new combination 
and the German companies promise to 
be altogether ’#armonious.

The 
American people are abreast of the 
tim es; 
the Republican 
party m ust 
keep abreast of the American people, j 
Party victories, as such, are nothing, 
the progress of the American people 
is everything. 
Harmony with the on­ 
ward movement, of the nation makes 
a party invicible. 
Opposition to the 
progress of the republic means de- I 
served defeat. And so it is that issues 
are not invented by men. 
Issues are 
ordained by events. 
Consider how this truth has worked 
in the century that has passed. 
The 
original states were reluctant to yield 
their sovereignty to the nation. 
But 
the people needed the nation. And in i 
spite of opposition whose fierceness 
we cannot realize today, the constitu­ 
tion was adopted and the nation was 
ordained. 
Then the people required 
internal Improvements by the national 
government. 
And although Madison 
declared that the constitution denied 
this pow er to the republic's govern­ 
m ent; although that issue entered into 
strenuous political campaigns, the fed­ 
eral government assumed the power 
which the nation’s needs demanded. 
Jefferson said that the nation’s g o v e rn ­ 
m ent could not constitutionally ac­ 
quire the territory of Louisiana; Quin- 
cy of M assachusetts asserted in con­ 
gress that its purchase actually “dis­ 
solved the Union.”

But the determ ination of the American 
I people to supply them selves with all 
that America herself could furnish de­ 
manded a tariff th at would protect 
i American industries until they were 
beyond foreign competition. 
And In

I disbelievers in American resourceful­ 
ness, protection was established. An i 
j our tariff will be successfully changed 
only by the party th at made It. 
So we see that from the foundation 
of the governm ent the natural move­ 
ment of natural forces has dictated 
platform s and wron campaigns; and 
politicians, statesm en,

interpreted or opposed those eternal 
powers.

lfc9) less than 750,000 men were em­ 
ployed by American railways, receiv­ 
ing a little over $400,000,000 in salaries 
and wages every year. In 1900 nearly

System, organization, combin­ 
ation alone can do this tw entieth cen­ 
tury’s work.

of nature. And he who would destroy 
those organizations m ust first abolish 
their causes—destroy the telegraph, 
the telephone, the wireless message;

can see that attem pts at such destruc­ 
tion, though unsuccessful, would be 
disastrous; yet that is what the Op­ 
position proposes.

people should not be defrauded.

stood against repudiation that the re­ 
public’s honor might be saved; against 
secession that the nation m ight be pre­ 
served.

from motives of m ere greed or un­ 
justly reduce wages merely to increase 
dividends, they m ust be 
prevented, 
punished. But apply a remedy—do not 
adm inister a medicine of death. 
Twelve years ago a law concerning 
trusts was drawn by a Republican 
statesm an, John Sherman, adopted by 
a Republican congress and signed by j 
a Republican president; and now a) 
Republican president puts that law j 
into operation. 
The only other law 
regulating com binations of capital is 
the interstate commerce law, which is 
In daily operation; and that law, too, 
is Republican. 
Is it not a serious thing to lock up 
by inflexible statutes the ceaselessly 
changing 
and 
improving 
methods 
which grow out of the thought of those 
thousands of minds and the activities 
of those millions of hands? Such eco­ 
nomic legislation requires investiga­ 
tion, prudence, thought. 
W hat mad­ 
ness, then, to seek not even to super­ 
vise but actually to abolish all of this 
progress and to prevent all future pro­ 
gress, by the American people work­ 
ing unhindered along the lines of nat 
ural development!

If It is said that our reciprocity 
with Cuba is not broad enough, we an­ 
swer th at there m ust be a beginning, 
and from its results we can extend th - 
policy if successful—modify It where 
defective; 
abandon it if advisable. 
The problem of reciprocity with the 
world is as delicate as the problem of 
supervising the com mercial and indus­ 
trial developments within the republic 
Itself. 
All business is adjusted to our 
system of protection. 
But protection 
exists for business, not business for 
protection. 
And, as it ceases to aid 
and begins to fetter the nation’s in 
dustry, our tariff must be modified; 
but the change m ust be made with 
knowledge, caution, judgm ent. 
The 
Republican party proposes to re-ar­ 
range our protective tariff only where 
changes 
will 
continue or increase 
American prosperity, and not other­ 
wise. 
But the opposition would anni­ 
hilate protection with one single, sud­ 
den, violent act. 
And business does 
not thrive on violence.

Another m arket for our surplus re­ 
quires no reciprocity 
except decent 
International treatm ent; and yet It is 
the greatest unexploited m arket on 
the globe—the m arket of China and 
the Orient. 
To that m arket we are 
carried by the development of another 
principle as natural as th a t of indus­ 
trial com bination—the principle of ex­ 
pansion. 
It Is a principle universal, 
and m anifests itself in the life of every 
individual, the progress of every busi­ 
ness firm, and sweeps onward through 
the whole range of human activity to 
the policies of nations. 
The boy can 
scarcely care for him self; the man 
cares for him self and others too. 
We have expended tens of millions 
of American gold to plant the begin­ 
nings of civilization in the Philppines. 
We have poured out American blood 
to establish modern system, modern 
methods, modern progress there. They 
command the commerce of the East. 
Why should we, then, in the very hour 
when commercial expansion is swiftly 
becoming our mortal need, abandon 
this possession; throw away the mul 
tlplied millions of dollars they have 
invested; 
denounce our soldiers as 
pirates; give up the m astery of the 
Pacific “od tjie control of the Orient? 


It la a policy of decrepitude, a propo­ 
sition of disgrace. If Filipinos should 
be found capable of self-government, 
the Republican party will give it to 
them.
